interceſſion, with his prophe- 
ticall office in teaching , and

died. The other thing that- 
we note here is, that all the 
might, malice, and miſcheife 
of the deuills, and the Jewesg 
which was expreſt in the tor- 
turing and tormenting of 
Chriſt, could not have kil- 
led Chriſt , except God: had 
killed hm . For Chriſt bes- 
ing-Ged, conld if t had plea- 
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ſed him, and if the decree of 

od had -not beene otherwiſe, 
bo retained his ſpirit, cured 
his wound, or deſtroved his 
enemies that they ſhould not 
haue. beene- able to wound 
him: in regard whercof hee 
faith. Toh. 10. 18. that he had 
power to [ay downe his life and 
70 take it vp againe, andthat his 
life wasnot wreſtcd out of his 
hand but fceing God had de- 
creed it otherwiſe. therefore 
Chriſt muſt needes dic, and 
yet the principall crucifier-of 
Chriſt (that I may ſo ſpeake 
zenerally) was God himlclfe, 
who beſides that he vſed the 
Jewes, and the Deuills as his 
inſtruments to murder Chriſt, 

et he retayneth in his owne 
handes one ſoneraigne tor- 
ture, the:molt fearefull wrath 
of God ta bee inflifted vp» 
ON 
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on Chriſt our ſurety, inre- 
gard whereof the propet 
faith of Chriſt , thou haſt 
brought me into'the duſt of 
death, 

Summanily (to ende the 
torments which immediatly 
tortured Chriſts (oule) wee 
may here obſerue that Chriſt 
was thus affhRed as is re- 
hearſed alrcadie, both wil- 
lingly , and neceſſarily : wile 
lingly in that he ſuffered the 
Deuflls thus to aſſault him 
with terour and temptati- 
on : neceſſarily inthat Ged 
had a hand in killing him, 
and bringing him to the 
crate which is deaths duſt. : 
and indeed Chriſt did wile 
lingly and yet neceſlanily 
ſuffer all that hee ſuffered : 
hence then two conſe- 
quents followe immediately «

2 That no lefle then that 
which Chriſt ſuftered was ſuf- 


ficient for our redemption & 


reconciliation to C00, ſeeing 


that he ſuffered all that he ſut- 
fered neceflarily: for if it bee 
ſuppoſed that the leaſt ſuffe- 
zing of Chriſt had beene en- 
ough to hauc appealed God 
towards vs, then itis fifper- 
fluous and vnneceſlary that 
Chriſt ſhould come into the 
duſt of death : ſhould haue 
ſuch ſiraung effeRes 1n his 
bodie before his death; 
ſhould be ſubicR to the ter- 
our and temptations of the 
deml: to the woundes and 
ſtripes of the Tewes : but be- 
cauſe it was neceſſary that 
Chriſt 


Meoyning flarre., 1 ot 
Chriſt ſhould ſuffer all theſe 


things and fo enter into his 
lone, therefore the lealt ſufs 
tering of Chriſt was not ſutfi- 
cient. This alſo might callints 
queſtion the lawe of God ta 
his beloued ſonne in that hee 
would bring him to the duſt 
of death, if it were not neceſ(- 
ſary : andifit were neceſlarie 
that Chriſt (hould die & that 
by Gods owne hand (rather 
and more then by the Iewes 
woundes, and the Deuills 
worke) as is here noted, I 
would knowe what that hand 
of God was, if it was not the 
wrath of God working the 
former ſtraung effetes in 
Chriſts bodie : and if Chriſt 
mult of neceſſity die, why 
muſt he not of neceſſitic ſuf- 
fer Gods wrath properly ? 
ſhall we ſay Gods loue would 
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not ſuffer that ? but Gods 
Juſtice did require it: and 
Gods loue would ſufter him 
to dic : but neceſlitie vr- 
ged a deſpenſation? what ne- 
ccllity Ipray you? ecuen this 
erhaps that if Gods wiath 
bad Grned vpon Chit, hee 
would haue bene forſaken of 
God: why? he was forſaken of 
GodPfal. 22, 1. all comfort 
was ſecluded from him, and 
yetall grace was preſent with 
him : but it was impollible 
that Chriſt ſhould faffer gods 
wrath? wherefore .mpollible? 
becaule he was God? there « 
forcalſo it was impoſlible that 
he ſhould dic, but poſlibility 
admitted his death: and why 
not Gods wrath? for neither 
the Godhead died nor ſuffe- 
red Gods wrath, but the man- 


tood only and the hypolta- 


ticall 
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ticall vnion was neuer diſlols 
ued & there is no daunger of 
fearing any abſurdity to enſug 
vpon he ſuffering: of Gods | 
wrath rather then vpon tho bs 
{uffering of death : for def- 
paire, want of faith, loue, &c: 
are not to be feared. (||

woundes in the parts of the 
bodie are ſenſible , and fo 
very grieuous: the reaſon 15; 
for that the obieR ana the 
inftrument uf ſenſe are 1oined 
togither without a medium, 
whereas there ought to bea 
competent diſtance,and a cH» 
nenient- medium , which is 
called Cuticula, | 
Here 1o the firſt place the: 
perſons inil:Qing theſe bodi- 
ly torments vpon Chriſt, are 
to be conſidered , who are 
called dogges , whereas the 
deuils in the former part of 
Chriſts torments. were com- 
pared to Buls and Lyons: & 
the compariſon hath initex- 
cel, 
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cellent conueniencie & pro« 
portion, for as ilisan eaſier 
matter to encounter a dog, 
then a mightic madde Bull, 6 
a lvon, fo the confh& which 
Chnſthad with the wicked, 
which were but a company 
of curre dogges, was nothing

m compariſon of the combate 


he had with the Gdeuill and his 
angels,whoſe malice , might, 
and mifcheife againſt Chriſt 
furpaſled the villanie of the 
Jewes , as farre as the lyvon 
rampeth and roareth more 
cruelly then the dogge bare 
: keth: and yet Chriſt ſuffered; 
more then: that alſo , which 
was the coplemet of al miſery, 

The wicked. in the Scrip« 
ture are compared to dogges 
in reſpe@ of two properties 
which dogges haue, wherein 
witked wen ate anſwerable to 


the 
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them: the one is churliſhnes 
the other is filthines: for the 
dogge will ſnatle at him that | 
beatcth him for his fault, yea 
though he be his maſter, Mat. 


-7.6. and he will alſo turne a- . | 


gaine and cate the carrion Þ 
which he hath vomited,2.Pet. | 
2.22.which notcth out vnto | 
vs two ſorts of wicked men: 
one is open perſecutors that 
reutſe and perſecute them 
that ſmite them with holcſom 
reproofes,when they are faul- 
tic: another is temporizing 
hypocrites, that hauing made 
a ſhewe of godlineſle, as if 
they had vomited finne out 
of their ſoules, yet at length 
returne again,& take vp their 
former ſinnes, which only for 
a time in hypocrikie they for- 
fooke. 

Further this place warran- 
teth(and innumerable more) 
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that the aſſemble of wicked 
. men that are temporizers or 
/ perſecutors may lawefully be 
called dogges, or a kennel} of 
” bounds:mcn now a daies that 


 .Þ feruec times, and perſecute the 


' church take it in dudgin (as 
we ſay)that they. ſhuld becal» 
| led dogs,or ſwine, orlyons,or 
F beares,&c.& yet they. hauc all 
the properties of theſe brutiſh 

' creatures ,as ifHruite beaſtes 
were metamorphized & chie 
ped into men, as the heathen 
ue allegorized:of ſuch pere 
ſons.I would demid this que- 
ſtion;whetheris worfe to be a 
dog,or tobecalled a dog*may 
not a man call a dog a dogge? 
Wherfore if ſuch me be dogs, 
I]: knowe no reaſon but. they 
may be ſo called,eſpecially the 
h. ghoſt going before , whoſe 
exampleis our inſtruftion in, 
the ſame caſe; cither therefore: 
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ett ſuch men ceaſe to bee 


dogges, or if they (ill conti- 
nue dogges let them be called 
dogves. 

Againe ſome take the 
prick whe they are not prickt 
at allinthe miniſters intenv'6 + 
althogh they are prickt in the 
Lords diſpoſition: for ſome- 
time the mimſter- mtendeth 
in his miniſterie that which 
neuer pearceth: & ſometime 
God cauſeth that to pearce in 
his miniſterie that which hee 
neuer intendeth, yet it may 
be knowne that Pauls plan- 
ting, and Apollos watring is 
noting except God giue in- 
creaſe : There are men called 
by the names of beaſts, as ly- 
on, fox, hart, hare, hound, or 
ſo forth, and theſe men are 
ſome 200d ſome bad, as our 
owne experience may 1n-

orolle

conſcience, or meere mallice, 


or brutiſh 1enorace bring me- 


intotheſe turmiſes:howſoeuer 
it be gods word , it is a ſharpe 
wwo edged fivord;& the mini- 
ſter by gods prouidece, which: 
to him perhaps ischancemed- 
ley, ſometime (hal woud him 
whome he neuer aimed at, or 
harden him, whome he neuer 
thought of: for the word of 
God 15both a fauour of life & 
of death to ſeueral ſorts of 
perſons.

Againe no poſitive or ct- 
uill lawes of any nation vnder 
heauen hauc accurſed thoſe 
perſons that haue beene han= 
wed vpon a tree vntill their 

odies haue died , indeed the 
deaths ſomething more baſe 
and vilde then fome other 
kind of death 1s, in reputation 
among ſome perſons, whence 
in our nation 1t ſeemeth that 
noble men hauc ſome priui- 
ledge that way , that they die 
not as other ſorts of perſons 
dic. Andlaſtly, the death of 
the tree hath no curſe in it 
ſelfe ; we reade of divers men 
that were godly men that died 
ypon the 11ce; as the peniten- 
tiaric thatdied with Chriſt, & 
Chriſt himſelfe alſo : and ex-

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perience teacheth vs that e« 
cuery yeare : for many men 
betwixt their -condemnation 
arid execution haeue beene 
decpely humbled tor there 
finnes, and fo haue died the 
trueſeruants of God : where 
fore the death of the croſle 
(which Chriſt ſuffered) was 
not thus accurſed : how then 
was it accurfed? ſurely by the 
judiciall and ceremomall lawe 
of Moſes and rot otherwiſe:

prohibition is inthefe words: 
For the curſe of God tt on hing 
that & hanged : and this rea« 
ſon is a' meere ceremonial 
lawe: (for it hath bin proo«+ 
ued, that neither by the lawe 
of nature, by ciuil] or poſt- 
tiue lawe,or ofitſelfe, to be 
hanged vpon a tree is accur- 
ſed;) it is therefore a mcere 
ccremonie: but we know that 
Chriſt is the ſubſtance ofc. 
nery ceremonie : wherefore

It is good to -gain{tand finne 
at the fir{t,lealt1f it get ground 
of vs at lengthit conquer and 
ſabdue vs:for the Lord ſome« 
time accuſtometh to puniſh:

For although the heretiques 
rend the ſcriptures with falſc 
expoſition &c. yet they can- 
not diſſplue the vnitic of the 
Church with there errours :

2 meerefolly and dotage thus 
to abuſe theſcriptures,though 
the allegoric be neuer ſo wit- 
tic. But we are to knowe that 
one reaſon why the Euange- 
bſtes. expreſle theſe things is 
for the verifying of the pro- 
phecy : that the euent might 
declare the truth of the pro- 
phecy : other profitable. con- 
fiderations may hence be rai-

and faith :; the ſoldiers neucr 
{ Ftrayne curteſy to injury 
Chriſt, but they-wii not injury: 
one another , 

2 Againe the: Holy Ghoſt- 
feemeth ro laie another fault- 
among the ſoldiers-that they- 
| ca\tJottes for trifles, asif men 

ſhould card. and dice for a- 
coate :we neuer read in all the - 
ſcriptures that Jottes- were. 
vfcd but in waighty matters, . 
anditfcercth to bs to take: 
G. 3. the: 
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the name of God in vaine, 
to ſport our ſclues with his 
ammediate prouidence, as lots 
alc. 

3 Furthermore (if that bee 
not aſlented vnto) yet here is 
another thing flatly reproue- 
able, that by lottes (as it were 
cardes and dice) they would 
compalle parts of their main- 
tenance , getting away from 
another mi by lott that which 
before was not theirs or wher 
to they had no title : for one 
of the ſouldiers mult needes

4 Laſtly : it ſeemeth that 
Chriſts coate was worth ſom- 
thing, as alſo his garments 
for otherwiſe the ſouldiers 
would not haue regarded the 
thus as they doe ; and Chriſt 
was not fo poore and begger- 
ly, as ſome begging tryers 
might peradueuturc ſuppoſe 
hi mto be: neither is begging 
2 ſtate of perfeion , better 
then poſleſſing & viing rick 
es: weread that Paull had a 
cloake which heleft at Troax, 
&itis like he carried another 
with him , except we fay he 
borowed one or went in his 
Terkin: and though ſome 
mens riches are a ſnare vnto

owne neart alſo rather thenin 
Pouertte.

Hitherto the ſufferinges of 
Chriſt haue beene diſcufled: 
nowe it followeth to intreat 
more largely of the prayer 
that Chriſt maketh , the ſub- 
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ſtance whercof is here (ct 
downe by the prohct and it 
accordeth with the prayer 
which the Euangeliſt ſetteth 
downe Math 26, and Iloh.1 2, 
Let this cup paſſe from mee, &Cc, 
ſane me from this houre &Cc. 
where thisqueſtion commeth 
to be ſcanned : what Chriſt 
praied for in this place,and in 
theſe two places of the Euan- 
gcliſtes; or what Chriſt prai- 
eth againſt: for the on of theſe 
include the other, and the 
ſupplication includeth the 
deprecation : for ſolution 
whereof : It muſt neceſlart- 
ly be granted that he praicth 
either asainſt a bodily death , 
or againſt Gods wrath;ifit be 
ſaide, that he praied againſt 
a bodily death, then alſo it 
muſt needes be that he pray« 
ed cither that it ſhould not 

. 4 light 
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light vpon him, or that it 
ſhould not triumph ouer him; 
thatis that the power of death 
ſhould not hinder him from 
riſing againe, that he ſhould 
not be held of the ſorrowes 
of death, AR.

Againe if it be faid that he 
prayed againſt Gods wrath, 
then one of theſe three thinzs 
mult of necellity be graunted;

2 Or that it might depart 
from him beeing alreadic vp- 
on him. 

3 Or that itmight not 
ſwallowe him vp and ouer- 
whelme him and eternally 
dctayne him, and fo caule 
him either to forfeite, or 
not to accompliſh our redep= 


tion, 
There 
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There beeing thus a ſaffi« 
cient enumeration of parts, 
let vs proceed further and 1n« 
quire againſt which ofal theſe 
he prayed. 

Firft therefore he prayed 
not again{t death that hee 
mighnot taſt it : for God had 
determined that hee ſhould 
ſuffer death, and he knewe it 
very well it becing figured 31n 
the ſacrifices of the old law . 
whereot he was the ſabſtance 
prophecyed by the prophets, 
fionified to the difciptes by 
himſelfe. Mat. 16, and to fay 
that he prayed againſt that, 
for which he knewe he came 
mto the world were to make 
him pray againſt his knows 
ledge, & againſt the exprefle 
will of God revealed in the 
word, which were blaſphe- 
moustoſay of Chriſt in whoſe 
mouth 
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mouth there was found no 
guile. 

Secodly alſo he praied not 
againſt Gods wrath,ſo as that 
it ſhould net light vpon him: 
for Matth. 20. 22. he faith 
plainely , he muſt tafoe of that 
cuppe: wherefore he did tate 
3t when he praied it might 
paſſe from him, Math. 26.8 
the conditi6 which is expreft 
in this praier argueth ſo 
much:for in the place of Mat, 
26.42. Chriſt ſaith thus, /F 
thi cwppe cannot paſſe from me, 
but that I muſt drinke it thy wil 
be done: which wordes plaine« 
ly import thus much : that 
whereas before the firſt time 
he praied this praicr , he dire- 
Qly ſaid : let this cup paſſe 
from me, adding the condi. 
tions: Math. 26. 39. There 
was ſome oppoſition _— 
| 'S 
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his naturall will and gods wil? 
nowe the ſecond time he 
praied, Chriſts will is wholly 
ſubmitted and ſubieRed to 
Gods will , to- drinke the cup: 
prepared for him-by God: ag 
}f Chriſt had faid , Father if it 
had beene polhible,and agree= 
able to thy will, I could with 
that this cuppe of thy fierce 
wrath _ paſle away,ſo as 
that I might not taſtit,but ſce- 
ins it cannot paſle till Ihaue 
drunke it, I fubmit my fſclfe 
to thy will. And this praier in 
the ſame wordes he vitereth 
the third time: Math. 26.44. 
Where the changing of the 
wordes of the prayer in the 
verſe,42.1s to be carefully no- 
ted: which change is retained 
the third timehe praied, v.44

Thirdly therfore,& for c6« 
cluſion, he praicd againſt the 
other 3.parts of the diſtributi. 
on mentioned before: againſt 
the dominion and continuice 
ef gods wrath,and death. A- 
gainſt the dominion of death 
and gods wrath he praied vn< 
doubredly, and that properly 
2s our interceſ[or,that neither 
himſelfe the head , nor we c6+ 
ſequetly the members, ſhould 
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be ſubdued & ouerwhelmed 
of them:but that himſelfe,and 
we by him might conquer & 
vanquiſh them, &triumph o- 


ver them:and fo he was heard Heb.5.9; 


fro that which he feared. One 
doubt will here ariſe, howe 
Chriſt could feare the domi«. 
nion of death & Gods wrath, 

for then Chriſt waited faith,& 
doubted , which to ſay were 
blaſphemy:for anſwer where- 
of, we mult diftinguiſh be- 
twixt feare and doubting , A 
man may feare that which he 
aſſuredly knoweth ſhall not 
befall him: Adam in Paradiſe 
might feare the wrath of god, 


{ and feare his apoſtacie & fal- 


ling from God , which was in 
hima vertue , & yet _ As 
di had fanth &a perſwaſts of 
gods loue, & aſſurance to £5» 


tinue in grace, if he would: ſo 
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leaſt the wrath of God might 
oucrwhelme him and vs, and 
yet befully aſſured of deliue- 
rance from it: Feare is anatu- 
rall affection : and no naturall 
affeion 15 contrarie to grace, 
but ſubordinate to it : and 
Chriſt feared theſe thingsna- 
turally; and furthermore the 
word *waeAue, Heb. 5.7.ftgni> 
fieth a fearefull and carcfull 
declining and auoiding ſome 
imminent danger , by reaſon 
whereof the minde is poſleſ- 
fed with a great anxietie and 
follicitude, intending it ſelfe, 
withall the powers thereof to 
gainftand theimpendent mif> 
cheife: and thus Chriſt feared 
the dominion of -death and 
gods wrath, and for this pur- 
poſe praicd againſtit, he bee- 
10g carefully and: renerently 
buked about the recouery of 
him- 


Wo 
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himſeHfe , and the redeeming: 
of vs from the power of death. 
and the ſorrowes of hel:and 
- becauſe praier is one excel» 
Jent meanesto furniſha chri. 
ſtian captaine againſt the ene- 
mic for obtaining the viſto» 
rie: therefore Chriſt prayeth 
with ſtrong crying and teares 
vnto him that was able to ſaue 
him from death eternall,and 
was heard from that which 
he naturally feared, or rather 
from that , for declining 
whereof he was reuerently 
accumbred : nature working 
in him feareof it, and grace 
ſtirring vp praier againſt it: 
and there 1s no abſurditie to 
; fay,that Chriſt praied againſt 
that which he certainely and 
fully knewe ſhould neuer be- 
fall kis Diſciples. 

And as Chiiſt praied a- 
gainſ 
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painſt the dominion of death 
and gods wrath, ſo he praied 
alſo that the wrath of God 


might not ſtay longer vpon 


him, he becing now alreadie | 


tormented therewithall, & fo 
he ſaith,/et it paſſe from me: ſave ' 
me from thu honre, For farther 
explication whereof conſider 
3-propofitionsor axioms fole 
towing. 

r Chriſt ſuſtaining the ſul 
wrath of God in his ſoule,was 
wholly buſted in his whole 
foule , and all the faculties 
thereof in apprehending,feee 
ling, and bearing it, ſoasthe 
ſoule & faculties thereof were 
diſtrated from all their ob. 
ies, & wholly applied here- 
vnto: as appeareth by the 
ftrige intermitting ofthefun- 
Qtios of the ſoule intheparts 
of the body, mentioned, v.14. 
35s 2 We 
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2 We mult diſtinguiſh na- 
ture & naturall infirmities fr6 
{in and (inful infirmities:it 13a 
naturall infirmitie for a man 
to ſleepe and be wearic,and ſo 
; alſoſuſtaining Gods wrath,to 
delire to be releaſed fro it; but 
it isno ſlinne at all. 

3 We muſt knowe that 
Chriſt as he was man was ige- 
norant of ſome things , as 
namely of the day of iudg-« 
ment, Mar. 13. 32. for ſome 
ignorance is no ſinne: asfora 
miniſter to be ignorant of the 
manuarie trades: for a man to 
be ignorit where kelis, ofthe 
orders of angels,&c. 

Now for applicatis of theſe 
| three axiomes: ſure itisthat 

when Chriſt praicd , he prai» 
ed without. the leaſt ſpotte 
of ſinne : and cither of theſe 
axiemes rehearſed will iu«

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Nific Chriſt praier from the 
leaſt ſuſpition of finne: as it is 
thought. 

The firſt axiome juſtifieth 
a ccrtaine obliuion or ferget- 


fulneſſe in Chrift , when atl | 


the faculties ofthe ſoule were 
interrupted through the ſenſe 
of Gods wrath: and wholly 
ſcazed with the intollerable 
painec thereof: this I dare not 
peremptorily ſay , enery way 
tobe good and found, neither 
doe Ireprooucit : onely thus 
much , it may ſceme to bea 
fault for a man to forget when 
he ought toremember;and to 
fay that Chriſt had nowe a 
holy forgetfulneſle, when he 
ſhould moſt of all remember, 
euen when he was to make 
the vp-ſhotte (that 1 may (o 
ſpeake)of our redemption,is 
not preſently without further

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inquiſition to be admitted. 

In regard of the ſecond of 
theſcaxiomes it may be more 
probably anſwered , that 
Chriſt ſuſtaining the wrath 
of God, and hauing thena- 
ture of a man in him, which 
delired relcitefro ſoextreame 
torment (which is a naturall 
finlcſle worke)faia to his Fa- 
ther, Let this cup paſſe,ſane me 
fromthts honre,&5c.and in the 
very ſclfe ſame moment of 
time that nature defireth, 
grace ſcaſoneth and qualifi- 
eth nature,ſaying, Not my ma» 
turall wi/l,but thy will be fulfil. 
led: therefore came I into this 
houre. So herethere is firſt a 
difterence betwixt nature and 
orace; then a fubordinating 
of nature to grace: alſo it may 
bea correfting of nature by 
grace,not as if nature were e- 
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uil ſimply but a lefle good:for 
it is 200d for the creature to 
preſcruc it ſelfe; it is better to 
obey gods wil by ſuffering 
according to his wil:eſpecially 
conſidering the coincidence 
of nature & grace in the ſame 
time & praler: for nature ma- 
keth the requeſt, grace addeth 
the conditions,

In regard of the third axi- 

om aforeſaid, it 15 thus anſwe- 
red,that as Chriſt wasignorit 
ofthe day of iudgmet,fo withe 
outercourit may ſceme, we 
may lay he was ignorit of the 
time 
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time how long orhow oft he 
ſhuld ſuffer the wrath of god: 
and ſo becing vnder the hand 
of God, & not knowing what 
ſpace of time god in his cucr- 
+ laſting decree had fet downe 

for enduring it, or how oftit 
ſhould make incurſton ypon 
him; hepraicd, Let it paſſe,Cc, 
that is,letit depart fromme,l 
hauing now ſuſtained it;or let 
it not ſeaze ypon me againe, I 
hauing already ſuffered it;fure 
it is, that Chriſt did vndergoe 
gods wrath a competent time, 
and diuers times, as Joh. 12, 
Once Gods wrath like light- 
ning did flaſh vpon his face; 
alſo Math. 26. The ſecod time 
gods wrath moſt furiouſly afe 
faulted him , which wrought 
in him that ſtrange agonie & 
ſweat:laſtly, hanging vp6 the 
crolle , when he cried out, 
My 
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e Wy God, my God; why haſt 
then forſaken mz? &. this third 
aſſault was the Coplement of 
all his woes , for —_ be- 
fore inthe Garden an angel] 
comforted, and ſo God had 
not cleane forſaken him, now 
God viterly withdrewe from 
him all comfort; and fo there 
was nothing but wrath de- 
uouring him & praying vp- 
on him without all mercy and 
comfort: but exqueſitely to 
determine howe oft, or how 
long at any time Gods. wrath 
was vpon Chriſt, ſecing the 
ſcripture hath not exprelt it, 

3s meere curioſiticz and if a- 

ny man obie@ that- Chriſt 
prayed againſt Gods-will ne- 

wertheleſſe in praying thus; it 
ts anſwered that he praied a» 
gainft Gods ſecret will it may 
be and that is no finne; and 


his. 
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his prayer had conditions, & 
ſo it was not againſt gods wil; 
It isno finne for the ſonne to 
pray for the life of his father , 
which ſhall ſhortly die, hee: 
praying coditionally. Where- 
fore to end all this diſcourſe 
of Chriſts prayer ; it is iuſti» 
fiable as we ſee, in diuers re- 
ſpeQts by ſaying cither he for- 
att through the interrupting 
of the ſoule; or that nature 
correted with grace made 
this _ or thathe prayed 


through ignorance, contrary 


to Gods ſecret will conditions 


ally. 

Theſe. things beeing thus 
diſcourſed- the meaning of 
theſe wordesin the pſalme is 
very cafic; as if the prophet 
ſhould haue ſaid more plain.
